ARIBBEAN elders 
attended a reception 
at Hackney Town 
Hall last month 
to commemorate the 
70th anniversary of 
the Empire Windrush 
docking in Britain. 

The ship was the first 
to bring Commonwealth 
citizens from the Caribbean 
to the UK, part of a 
request from the British 
Government to help rebuild 
Britain after the Second 
World War. 

Windrush Day not 
only commemorates the 
500 people on board, but 
recognises the enormous 
contribution migrants and 
their descendents have made 
to British life and identity 


from the 1940s to the 
present day. 

As part of the anniversary 
celebrations, Hackney 
Museum unveiled a 
display and the Council’s 
community library service 
shared a framed poem 
created at the Bells Project, a 
housing scheme targeted at 
Caribbean elders. 

Lola Bello said: “Days 
like Windrush Day are 
important to learn about 
the past and what people 
have suffered and how 
much we have improved 
from the old days, as now 
everybody is united and we 
have a good community.” 

Cllr Anntoinette 
Bramble, Deputy Mayor of 
Hackney, who organised 
the reception, added: “It’s

Shakespeare’s Curtain rises 

ONE of Hackney’s famous Shakespearian theatres is to 
come back to life on 21 July. 

Leading archaeologists, historians, and performers will 
present short interactive talks at Hackney House, which is 
next to the Curtain Theatre, in Shoreditch. 

Called ‘The Curtain Rises: Diverse Histories at the Curtain 
Playhouse,’ the event, which runs from 1 to 5pm, will 
explore the theatre’s heritage and the diversity of its 
audiences from Elizabethan times onwards. 

The Curtain Theatre was built in 1577, and was briefly 
home to Shakespeare’s own company. It was rediscovered 
by archaeologists in 2011, and excavated in 2016. 

Callan Davies, from the University of Roehampton, said: 

“We are honoured and incredibly excited to be able 
to bring performance, 
discussion, and community 
engagement to the 
Curtain Theatre.”

T HE flagship 

regeneration of a 
Stoke Newington 
housing estate by 
Hackney Council has won 
two prestigious awards. 

The transformation 
of Kings Crescent estate, 
N4, won the Mayor of 
London’s Prize at the New 
London Awards on 4 July. 

It was also the only council 
housebuilding project to be 
named as one of the best 
new buildings in the UK by 
the Royal Institute of British 
Architects (RIBA). 

Led by architects 
Henley Halebrown and 
Karakusevic Carson, the 
project to provide hundreds 
of new and refurbished 
council homes was one of 
49 developments to win a 
national award for its high- 
quality architecture. Judges 
praised this collaboration,

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saying the project had 
‘helped to form a sense of 
community and ownership’. 

The project will now be 
considered for the annual 
RIBA Stirling Prize, which 
recognises the UK’s best 
new building. 

The first phase of the 
development includes 275 
modern, high-quality homes 
and 131 upgraded existing 
homes, which received new 
winter garden balconies, as 
well as new public spaces, 
courtyards and play areas. 

More than half of the 
homes are for social rent 
and shared ownership. 


Daubeney Road homes and garden plan approved 



PLANS to build genuinely 
affordable new homes and 
a permanent community 
garden in Clapton have 
been approved. 

The 11 high-quality 
Council homes - part 
of almost 2,000 to be 
completed over the next 
four years - will replace 
underused garages and 
car parking spaces in 
Daubeney Road on the 
Clapton Park estate. 

More than half will be 
for social rent and the rest 


for shared ownership. 

As part of the changes, 
land close by in Redwald 
Road has been earmarked 
to create a permanent 
community garden and 
growing area. 

This will replace the 
temporary growing facility 
residents had established 
at the car park, while plans 
for the site were developed. 

The plans for the 
Council homes were 
developed in collaboration 
with residents and locally-

based architects Al-Jawad 
Pike this year, creating 
designs that complement 
neighbouring homes. 

A new pedestrian and 
cycle through route will 


also be created, with 
improved landscaping. 

Construction of the 
homes is expected to begin 
early next year and finish 
in 2020. 

Discussions with 
residents about how the 
new garden will look will 
begin this summer. 

The Council’s in-house 
Hackney Sales team will be 
marketing the homes for 
shared ownership.

Britannia update 

OUR proposals to build a brand new leisure centre, new 
school and hundreds of homes near Shoreditch Park 
hit the headlines last week because Anthology, one of 
our development partners on the nearby Colville Estate, 
submitted a letter of objection. 

Hackney needs improved leisure provision, more school 
places and thousands of new homes. I’m proud that, 
despite a lack of Government funding, our Council is finding 
innovative ways to keep investing in our communities. 

The comments from Anthology are just some of many we 
have received. Throughout this project there have been 
many consultations, public meetings and opportunities for 
people and organisations to share their views. We want 
feedback and engagement. 

All the representations are publicly available, have been 
carefully considered and further information is now being 
collated to address issues raised. This will be submitted to 
the Local Planning Authority this month and, of course, be 
subject to further consultation. 

For commercial reasons we haven’t been able to publish 
the viability assessment in full, but we are expecting to do 
so this month, a degree of transparency you won’t see 
from most private developers and something I committed 
to from the start. 

Building new infrastructure on this scale comes with 
challenges; it’s a balancing act, you can’t please everyone, 
compromises have to be made, people often don’t like 
change or new developments near them, and it’s regularly 
clouded by external misinformation. 

There are complex technical issues which take time 
to explain. A common question is about the amount of 
affordable housing. The mix of housing we’re proposing - 
81 homes for Council social rent and shared ownership, 
and up to 400 for sale at market rate - is because we need 
the income from the homes for sale to help fund the rest of 
the development. 

We don’t get any money from Government for new leisure 
facilities or social housing, and we haven’t been given 
enough funding to pay for a new school of the quality 
Hackney’s children deserve. The Council acting as 
developer also ensures as much money as possible goes to 
benefiting the community, and we’ve phased the project so 
the affordable homes get built first. 

If we didn’t act until we found an ideal site for which no one 
objected and received an unexpected cash windfall to cover 
all the costs, and were able to balance perfectly nostalgia 
and the need for 21 st-century facilities in a way that 
pleased everyone, nothing would ever get built.

I WENT into the hospice 
for a rest, and in the end 
I had to go home for 
one!” laughs 90-year- 
old Pauline Clayton, sitting 
in the Hackney flat bought 
over 50 years ago, and 
holding her knitting on 
her lap. 

Adding: “I was in every 
newspaper under the sun, 
TV crews were coming 
from all over the world, I 
thought it was never going 
to stop!” 

It all began when St 
Joseph’s Hospice, on Mare 
Street, discovered that 
flowers from Prince Harry 
and Meghan Markle’s 
wedding would be donated 
to the hospice, after the 
ceremony in May. 

“I was just sitting in 
my room and I said I 
wasn’t really interested 
in watching the wedding, 
because it had all changed 
so much from when I was 
involved with the royals,” 
continues Pauline. “And 
that’s when the story got 
out, and everything went 
a bit mad.” 

Pictures of Pauline 
holding the donated 
bouquet featured in 
American, Canadian and 
Bangladeshi press, and 
even made it into Hello! 
magazine because Pauline 
had helped to make 
Harry’s grandmother’s 
wedding dress, more 
than 70 years before. 

The press attention, 
therefore, was nothing 
new. In 1947, she was 19 
years old and working 
for Sir Norman Hartnell, 
the royal dressmaker. 

Word arrived that she and 
three colleagues would 
embroider the 15-foot train 
on the young Elizabeth’s 


wedding dress and, she 
says: “We were told 
we couldn’t tell anyone 
anything about it or we 
could be prosecuted. 

“But the pressure from 
the newspapers! They did 
everything they could to get 
at us. They even rented a 
room in the pub next door, 
hoping to see in to the 
room we were working in. 
We had to put bars up at 
the windows. My dad and 
my boyfriend Geoff, who 
I went on to marry, would 
come every day to put girls 
on their buses, and then 


bring me home, so the press 
couldn’t get to us. 

“I worked 49-and-a-half 
hours overtime to get it 
done,” she explains. And 
then the train was made 
and Pauline became part of 
history. Quite something 
for a woman who had to 
leave education for good at 
the age of 12. 

Pauline says: “I was 
11 when the war started. 
London children were 
being evacuated to the 
countryside. My aunt was 
supposed to take me but 
she pulled out at the last 
minute, so I stayed at home 
in Bermondsey. I remember 
standing on London 
Bridge, watching St Paul’s 
Cathedral burning.” 

At first, those children 
who remained in the city 
went to school for at least 
half a day. But as the bomb 
damage worsened, and 


more teachers left London, 
Pauline’s education 
finished for good. She got 
a job in a shop, but was 
determined to find work as 
an embroiderer. 

Pauline recalls: “In my 
lunch break I went to 
Hartnell’s. They asked if I 
did tambour embroidery 
work. I said yes, of course, 
but really I had no idea. 

I just watched them, and 
taught myself.” 

The tactic worked. 
Pauline worked for 
Hartnell’s for over 20 
years, frequently working 
on dresses for the Queen 
Mother including one, 


she laughs: “Where every 
single sequin had to be 
individually sewn on. 

What happened? One of 
the corgis jumped up on 
her. We had to re-do an 
entire panel. ” 

Two years after working 
on Elizabeth II’s wedding 
dress, Pauline had a 
wedding of her own: “I 
was always two years 
behind her,” she laughs. 
“She was born two years 
before me, got married two 
years before me...” 

Having been bombed 
out of Bermondsey, Geoff 
and Pauline built a happy 
life in Hackney. In 1953,

another big project came 
in: Elizabeth’s coronation 
gown. Pauline recalls: “We 
each had to embroider a 
commonwealth emblem, 
and Hartnell then picked 
the ones he wanted on the 
dress. I got the lotus flower 
for Ceylon, and he picked 
it - my design ended up on 
the coronation dress.” 

Not that Pauline was 
star-struck. She says: “They 
needed someone to go to 
the Abbey to be there with 
a needle and thread in case 
there was an emergency. 

I asked if I could take my 
knitting. They said no, so 
I sent a junior girl along 
instead. I just couldn’t 
imagine sitting there for 
hours, with nothing to do.” 

It’s a philosophy that 
she has stuck by, even in 
retirement. Geoff died 
in the 1980s and Pauline 
contracted bladder cancer 
a few years ago. When she 
left the hospital, a member 
of the St Joseph’s team 
visited the flat where she 
lives alone. Now, she goes 
to the hospice for regular 
respite care. 

“I hate sitting around 
doing nothing,” she 
explains. “I knit twiddle 
muffs to help dementia 
patients and I’ve always 
got one on the go. But I 
can’t move around easily, 
so some days I might be 
sat here all day in the flat. I 
can’t cook any more either, 
so I rely on ready meals in 
the microwave. 

“But when I go to St 
Joseph’s, there are people 
coming in and out, keeping 
me company. If I’ve got 
problems with my health, 
or benefits, they always 
sort me out. I look forward 
to the food too. It’s a 
proper treat, a break.”

A SCHEME to help 
residents afford 
healthy food and 
boost local street 
markets is set to reach even 
more families this year, 
thanks to a fresh injection 
of support. 

The Rose Voucher 
project has been operating 
in Hackney since 2014, 
supporting more than 250 
families with £45,000 
worth of vouchers that 
can be redeemed in the 
borough’s markets. 

This year additional 
support from the Council, 
as well as children’s centres 
and market traders, means 
that the project should reach 
around 140 more families. 

Jonathan Pauling, Chief 
Executive of Alexandra 


Rose Charity, said: “We 
believe that everyone 
should have access to 
affordable and healthy 
food in their local area. The 
scheme is hugely successful 
at getting families with 
young children to eat more 
fruit and vegetables.” 

Vouchers are redeemable 
at Ridley Road and 
Hoxton markets, and the 
project also works with 
five children’s centres in 
Hackney: Sebright, Comet, 
Thomas Fairchild, Linden 


and Minik Kardes. 

On 5 July, the Alexandra 
Rose Charity held a 
celebration of its vouchers 
scheme at Ridley Road 
market, where £400 of 
vouchers were given out. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Deputy Mayor of Hackney, 
said: “Childhood obesity 
and food poverty are two 
big challenges that families 
face in Hackney. The Rose 
Vouchers project is a great 
way of helping families to 
access a healthy diet while 


giving them an extra bit of 
financial security.” 

One Hackney mother, 
who relies on the voucher 
scheme, added: “The 
vouchers have made a 
massive difference to my 
family. The kids love them. 

“They have really helped 
us incorporate lots of fruit 
and vegetables into our daily 
diet and it’s been nice to 
explore different fruit and 
vegetables that we’ve not 
tried before.”

Celebrate London National 
Park City Week in Hackney 

HACKNEY’S parks and green spaces are set to play host to 
picnics, tours and events to celebrate London becoming the 
world’s first National Park City. 

The first ever London National Park City Week, which 
coincides with the first week of the school holidays, will 
feature community picnics and plantings, park and nature 
walks, including bat and bird spotting walks, and an art 
exhibition in Robin Hood Community Garden. 

Running from 21 to 29 July, there are nearly 20 events over 
the week, all hosted in Hackney’s parks or green spaces. 
Cllr Feryal Demirci, Deputy Mayor of Hackney, said: 
“National Park City Week is a celebration of London’s 
incredible green spaces. We’re proud to support it with 
our own series of events in Hackney’s beautiful parks and 
green spaces, celebrating the nature and people that make 
them great.” 

Hackney’s parks and green spaces were last year awarded 
with a record 23 green flags.

Orthodox Jewish residents recruited to boost rates of recycling 



CHAREDI women have 
been recruited by the 
Council to encourage 
other Orthodox Jewish 
residents to recycle their 
food waste. 

Although residents are 
recycling more than ever, 
food peelings, scraps 
and leftovers still make 
up about a third of all 
rubbish by weight. 


Most homes in Hackney 
receive free weekly 
food waste collections 
from the doorstep or 
communal bins, and the 
waste collected is turned 
into compost or used to 
generate electricity. 

Last year the Council 
recruited Charedi women 
to speak to some 500 
residents about the 


benefits of recycling and 
how to do it. This led to 
a 32 per cent increase in 
participation and a 13 
per cent increase in the 
amount of food waste 
collected in the Stamford 
Hill area, which is home 
to one of the largest 
Charedi Orthodox 
Jewish communities. 

The Council is now 


building on the success 
of the trial, with local 
Charedi women receiving 
training from the 
environmental charity 
ecoACTIVE and knocking 
on doors and talking to 
residents about recycling. 

Cllr Jon Burke, Cabinet 
Member for Energy, 
Sustainability and 
Community Services, said: 


“Hackney’s food waste 
is taken to processing 
plants a few miles away, 
where it is used to make 
compost and produce 
clean ‘biogas’, which 
helps to reduce the cost 
of waste disposal.” 

Both the trial and the 
current doorknocking 
scheme have been funded 
by Resource London.

THE borough’s young 
people have voted in favour 
of the Mayor of London, 
Sadiq Khan’s, proposal 
to ban junk food adverts 
on the Tube, buses and 
Overground trains in 
London, to tackle high 
levels of obesity in children. 

They voted in favour 
of a motion put forward 
during a debate at Clapton 


Girls’ Academy last month, 
with Mayor Khan’s food 
policy team, Mayor of 
Hackney Philip Glanville, 
and students from Clapton 
Girls’ Academy, The 
Urswick School, Skinners’ 
Academy and Cardinal Pole 
Catholic School. 

The debate, on 21 
June, was organised by 
the Council to provide 


feedback for Mayor Khan’s 
public consultation about 
the proposed ban on food 
and drink ads across the 
Transport for London 
network. The ban would 
target food and drinks high 
in fat, sugar and salt. 

Nearly half of 10 and 
11 year olds in Hackney 
are overweight or obese 
- caused partially by junk 


food and sugar. 

Mayor Glanville said: 
“People rightly discussed 
the balance of regulation, 
but as the result shows we 
feel that urgent action is 
needed and that certain 
food and drink companies 
will not change by choice 
unless we take bold policy 
decisions. That is why I too 
support the proposed ban.” 


The Council is set to look 
at additional measures to 
restrict advertising and 
promotion of junk food 
across the borough.

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2018. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville was directly elected by the borough in 
2018. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council 
services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.

SHOREDITCH Trust’s Food For Life Programme works with members of the community 
to encourage affordable healthy eating, cooking skills and food knowledge. 

White fish, like cod and other less-common varieties (see suggestions below), are a 
good source of low-fat protein and minerals like selenium, potassium and vitamin 
B12. Adults in the UK are recommended to eat two portions a week of fresh, frozen, or 
tinned seafood (one of them oily fish such as mackerel or salmon) to help reduce their 
risk of developing Alzheimer’s, heart disease and some cancers. 

You can serve with vegetables as suggested below, or, if you have the time and 
inclination, you could make guacamole, salsa and a Mexican-style slaw with 
shredded cabbage, radishes and a lime dressing. 


Fish tacos 

Serves 4 as a main dish 


Ingredients 

• 3 tbsp olive oil 
•2 limes 

•1 tsp chili powder 
•1 tsp ground cumin 
•2 tsp paprika 

• 3-4 skinless fillets of white fish, 
you could try tilapia or haddock 
(approx 600g total) 

• Freshly ground black pepper 
•8 corn tortillas 

•Small bunch of fresh coriander 
•2 tomatoes (diced) 

• 1 avocado (sliced) 

•Small bunch of radishes or a small 
red cabbage (finely sliced).

Method 

• Preheat the oven to 220C/200C Fan/Gas 7 

• Cut the fish fillets in half lengthways, so you have long 
strips, and arrange in a shallow roasting tray or tin. Mix 
together the cumin, paprika and chilli powders, and 
sprinkle over the fish fillets. Mix the juice and zest of 1 
lime with the black pepper and the oil in a small bowl 

• Drizzle the fish with the oil mixture, and roast in the 
oven for 8-10 minutes, depending on the thickness of 
your fillets. Check to see if the fish is cooked through 
before taking out of the oven. Warm the tortillas in the 
oven for 1-2 minutes 

•Arrange the fish on a plate, sprinkled with the chopped 
fresh coriander. Put the warm tortillas on another 
serving plate and allow people to build their own tacos. 
Serve with sliced avocado, tomatoes and radishes and 
lime wedges.

Landlords, managing agents or tenants within the designated area are advised to seek advice on whether 
their property is affected by the designation by contacting the Council’s Private Sector Housing Team. 

Upon the designation coming into force on the 1 st of October 2018 any person who fails to licence a property 
that is required to be licensed commits an offence and either may be prosecuted and on summary conviction 
ordered to pay an unlimited fine or alternatively may be made subject to a financial penalty not exceeding £30,000. 
Such failure to licence may also lead to an application for a rent repayment order. Furthermore no Housing Act 
1988 s21 notice may be given in respect of a shorthold tenancy of the whole or part of an unlicensed house as long 
as it remains unlicensed.
